Borough  and  Scalby  Urban  District  Council  (who  is  also  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  Scarborough  Rural  District  Council),  has  the  duty  of 
co-ordinating  health  services  throughout  the  whole  of  that  area.  Thus 
monthly  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sessions  conducted  by  local 
private  practitioners  continued  at

where  Ante-Natal,  Infant  Welfare  and 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  services  were  available  to  residents  of  the 
rural  district.  Domiciliary  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  Home 
Nursing  were  provided  through  the  County  Councils  Nursing  Staff 
resident  in  Scarborough  (for  Cayton  district)  Burniston,  East  Ayton 
and  Snainton.  Vaccination  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation  were  undertaken 
by  local  private  practitioners,  whose  records  were  forwarded  to  the 
County  District  Medical  Officer.  Ambulance  facilities,  greatly 
increased  in  the  last  year  or  so,  operated  from  the  County  Ambulance 
Depot,  Dean  Hoad,  Scarborough.  After-Care  services  for  both 
Tuberculosis  patients  and  those  suffering  from  Other  Illnesses  were 
conducted  by  agency  arrangements  with  Scarborough  Council  of  Social 
Services.  Provision  has  been  made  for'  a  Domestic  Help  Service  but 
has  not  proved  very  effective  in  the  rural  district  as  yet,  because 
of  lack  of  staff. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  aCT  1949. 

No  action  was  taken  during  1949  under  Section  47  of  this  Act 
whereby  local  Authorities,  on  the  recommendation  of  their  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction,  for 
an  Order  permitting  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  certain  types 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

WATER. 


In  some  parts  of  the  Council’s  area  local  sources  of  water  were 
not  adequate.  During  the  unusually  long  dry  spell  in  the  summer  of 
1949,  resort  had  to  be  made  to  the  use  of  tank  carts  to  convey  water 
to  some  points;  in  another  instance  the  Council  decided  to  instal 
a  petrol  pump  by  means  of  which  water  discharged  by  a  pumping  ram  was 
added  to  the  public  supply. 

Prom  a  bacteriological  point  of  view  several  sources  yielded 
unsatisfactory  reports,  but  their  significance  may  be  difficult  to 
appreciate.  A  high  B.Coli  count  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the 
water  is  contaminated,  rather  does  it  suggest  that  the  source  in 
question  is  vulnerable  to  contamination.  The  classification  of 
B.Coli  into  faecal  and  non-faecal  types  may  not  always  be  as  helpful 
as  it  would  seem,  for  there  is  not,  so  far  as  I  know,  a  ready  means 
of  differentiating  between  human  and  animal  faecal  types  -  and  it  is 
the  presence  of  the  former  that  we  fear  most.  Chemical  analyses 
provide  useful  information  too,  but'  a  water  supply,  especially  if 
derived  from  shallow  springs  may  vary  in  bacterial  content  from  day 
to  day.  Before  an  opinion  can  be "reached  as  to  the  suitability  of 
a  given  water  supply  it  is  necessary  to  study  a  series  of  chemical 
and  bacteriological  reports  covering  a  period  of  perhaps  several 
months  and  to  take  into  consideration  factors  related  to  the  source 
which  would  lead  to  contamination. 

Sometimes  a  lower  standard  of  bacterial  purity  has.- to  bo.:.  . 
accepted  from  more.. remote  rural  sources"  where  fbo pliability  to 
pollution...  by  human  agencies,  is  highly  unlikely.
